Burgess Wilbur J. Stallsm ith today Issued an earnest appeal to 
residents of Gettysburg to cut the weeds on their property and to 
owners of vacant lots to do likewise in an effort to rid the town 
of mosquitoes, 
"I have had a num ber of complaints against property owners 
who neglect to cut the weeds on their property,” the burgess said. 
“These spots are mosquito-breeding places and they have been big 
factors In lite steadily increasing mosquito pests. 
"Tile borough does not have an ordinance th at will permit us 
to cut the weeds, IF the property owners fail to do so, but we feel 
that property owners will willingly cooperate in a movement to 
eliminate as many of the mosquito-breeding places as possible.”

Italian Premier Spends 51st 
Birthday Working; 
Planned Holiday. 


Rome,

(APL—Premier 
Mussolini passed his 51st birthday 
anniversary Sunday sweltering in 
Rome, going over reports and tele­ 
grams from troubled Austria and 
from his ambassadors at Berlin, 
London and Paris. 
Im portant reports from his mili­ 
tary ministry also were laid on his 
desk. 
Premier Mussolini had planned to 
pass the anniversary bathing in the 
Adriatic sea at Riccione with the 
late Chancellor Dollfuss of Austria.

But instead of a vaction it was 
one of the mast arduous days of 
Mussolini's public life.

went to his office in Venezia Palace 
to immerse himself in another flood 
of official papers and telegrams.

Since Frau Dollfuss is expected 
to return to Riccione riiher today 
or Tuesday, Mussolini may return 
there to meet her, although it was 
considered more probable th at he 
will leave that social duty to his 
wife. 
Mussolini will be in Rome, tomor­ 
row to attend a memorial service 
for Chancellor Dollfuss. 
Persons close to ll Duce said he 
was in a bad humor as he read 
clippings from German newspapers, 
many of which attacked the Aus­ 
trian government.
